AMENDMENTS 

In the Description : 

The paragraph beginning on page 1, line 21, rewrite as 

follows: . 



The invention relates more particularly to the production 
of industrial textiles. 



The paragraph beginning on page 6, line 13, rewrite as 
follows : 



In the construction as shown in Fig.l the needles are 
inactivated in a first short portion 12, covering for example 
only 20 needles. In a later portion, i.e. a couple of courses 
further, the loops are inactivated in a portion 14 extending 
over the full width b of the shaped portion. Inactivation in 
this case would involve e.g. 60 needles. Again a couple of 
courses later, the needles are activated over a width 13 
located between the two widths as cited above, e.g. for 4 0 
needles. The deformation points 11 are thus homogeneously 
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
